There follcvra an explanation of the attached sketch of the Port of Constanta 


For the ' past five months oemerat blocks have been placed here vrlth the aid 
of an electric crane, these blocks were constructed one or two years ago. 
Lumber which was probably used to make the forms for the olocks is 
scattered and abandoned in this area. There are four to file ant .»aircraf 
guns between the first three blocks (south). Curing the sumnei these guns 
held exercises by firing at targets towed by Kumaniea aircraft*
